Storm ends, leaving 
six inches of rain 


PATRONS at last night's girls’ basketball game between Lompoc High School and 
Santa Maria High School found that they had to wade in ankle-deep water to get back 
to their cars when the game was over. The steady rainfall all evening long left 
to-curb water on many local streets and washed out a section of the McLaughlin Road 
crossing of the Santa Ynez River (See related weather pictures on Pages 2 and 3.) 


Cloudy skies dropped one and three 
quarters inches of rain on Lompoc and 
Santa Ynez valley areas last night and 
early today, as the first major storm of 
the season gave way to sun and higher 
temperatures. 
Telemetry figures compiled in Santa 
Barbara by county hydrologist Phil 
Holland show 4.63 inches of rain fell dur­ 
ing the storm ou tsid e L om p oc's 
Municipal Court on South D Street Com­ 
parable figures for the telemetry sta­ 
tion in Miguelito Canyon, south of Lom­ 
poc show 5 93 inches for the storm. The 
amounts raised the season to about six 
inches at both locations.

Scattered points in the Buellton and

sim ilar amounts with snow reported 
northeast of Figueroa Mountain. 
The storm started flows in the Santa 
Ynez River system and tore out a hunk of 
the river crossing at McLaughlin-Rucker 
Road, northeast of Lompoc. Highway 
crews blocked off the access road to Mis­ 
sion Hills at 8 p.m yesterday. 
Despite the downpour, there was not 
enough flow in the river to activate the 
sensor underneath Robinson Bridge, east 
of Lompoc according to Holland. Holland 
said Juncal Reservoir was about a third 
of a foot from spill this morning and that 
the dam would probably be topped this 
afternoon Gibralter was eight feet from 
spill this morning and the surface at 
Cachuma was at an elevation of 739.13 
feet above sea level or about 11 feet from 
spill. Holland said he doubted that 
Cachuma would spill during the current 
storm front. 
Unusual atmospheric electrical ac­ 
tivity accompanying the storm caused 
brief power outages throughout the 
county and particularly in Santa Ynez 
area and south and west of Santa Bar­ 
bara.

WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - President 
Ford today signed a $112.3 billion defense 
bill despite his complaint that “Congress 
lost its guts" by halting U.S. aid to 
Angola in the face of Soviet and Cuban 
intervention in the civil war there. 


Ford’s remarks to a group of jour­ 
nalists at a private breakfast meeting 
were relayed to White House reporters 
by Press Secretary Ron Nessen after it 
was announced that the President signed 
the bill and after he issued a statement 
criticizing the m easure’s cutoff of aid to 
pro-Western forces in Angola. 


Nessen said Ford told the interviewers 
“Congress lost its guts for backing down 
in the face of the Soviet and Cuban in­ 
tervention" in Angola and Nessen said 


the President believes most Americans 
in the long run will agree that “it was a 
mistake" for Congress to take that ac­ 
tion. 
Asked if Ford would ask Congress to 
approve further aid openly now that 
covert assistance has been ruled out, 
Nessen said the President would make 
that decision when Congress returns 
from a Lincoln Day recess. 
He said, however, that "time is runn-

o u t 
an d 
th e 
s it u a t io n

deteriorating" and the congressional ac­ 
tion "certainly has impaired the ability 
of the United States to affect events" in 
Angola 
In his formal statement. Ford said he 
signed the bill because of the importance 
of the programs it finances. 
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House committee kills 
bill to ban handguns 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 
Judiciary C om m ittee today killed 
legislation that would have imposed a 
nationwide ban on all handguns except 
for those owned by police and certified 
gun clubs. 


The co m m ittee, by a 25-8 vote, 
defeated an amendment by Rep. John 
Conyers. D-Mich . which would have 
banned the manufacture, sale, importa­ 
tion and ownership of all handguns, 
requ irin g c itiz e n s w ho now have 
handguns to turn them in for their fair 
market value. 


The com m ittee, working on legislation 
to tighten existing gun control laws, also 
killed an amendment that would have let 
handgun owners keep existing firearms, 
while banning the future manufacture, 
importation and resale of all handguns. 


That amendment, offered by Rep. 
Martin Russo. D-Ill., was defeated 22 to 
10. 
Rep. Robert McClory,*R-Ill., said dur­ 
ing debate on the amendments, "I don’t 
know if we want to deprive law-abiding 
citizens of their rights to keep handguns. 
"We should require that a person 
should be a responsible individual before 
he acquires a handgun," he said. “ And it 
should be registered. That’s the direction 
we should be moving in.” 


But Conyers and Russo both argued 
that crim es of vioience and accidental 
shooting had reached such alarming 
proportions in Am erica today that 
stringent measures were needed. 
Russo asked those who opposed the 
amendment to "talk to the 10-year-old 
boy who's shot his sister, because he 
thought the gun was a toy pistol.” 
Witness says Patty bragged 
of holdup shooting spree 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Patricia 
Hearst fired "two bursts" of bullets at 
employes of a Los Angeles store to help 
two of her kidnapers escape and bragged 
that it felt good to see her “comrades 
coming back," two young men testified 
today at her bank robbery trial. 


Anthony E. Shepard, a clerk at Mel’s 
Sporting Goods, said he was trying to 
handcuff Symbionese Liberation Army 
member William Harris and fight off 
Harris' wife Emily when Miss Hearst 
opened fire from a van across the 
street. 


He said bullets from "two bursts of 
fire" just missed him and enabled the 
Harrises to flee in the van during the in­ 
cident on May 16. 1974. 


Thomas Matthews, a teen-ager who 
was kidnaped later the same day by the 
Harrises and Miss Hearst and spent 12 
hours with them, said the newspaper 
heiress told him about the shooting at the 
sporting goods store. 


‘‘She stated she had done som e 
shooting earlier at Mel’s when her two 
comrades got in trouble, and she said it 


felt good to see her comrades coming 
back across the street." Matthews said. 
He said his three captors had two car­ 
bines and two handguns, including one 
carried part of the time by Miss Hearst. 
"She had one the next morning." Mat­ 
thews said. "I woke up and they were 
discussing how to get another car. Bill 
Harris suggested grabbing one at a stop 
sign. 
“ Emily said they should be two women 
hitchhikers, then pull their guns. Emily 
put a gun in her purse. Patty discussed 
whether her handgun should go in the 
front of her pants or in the back.” 


Matthews said Miss Hearst told him 
she was “a willing participant" in the 
April 15. 1975, robbery of a Hibernia 
Bank branch in San Francisco and that 
her kidnapers had not kept their guns 
pointed at her — as her defense now 
claims. 
“She talked about how they were not to 
turn their guns more than a certain 
amount of degrees so if they had to fire 
they wouldn’t hit each other She stated 
she was free to use her gun. Her tone was 
matter of fact."

A young man, wearing a stocking cap 
pulled low over his eyes, walked into the 
savings institution during regular office 
hours on Jan. 31, and robbed a teller at 
gunpoint. 
An estim ated $800 w as 
reported taken in the robbery. An aide of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation said 
the money was not recovered. 


A factor in the arrest may have been 
the circulation of a photograph taken of 
the robbery by a camera hidden in the 
association offices. Assistant director of 
operations for the FBI’s Los Angeles of­ 
fice praised news media for rapid 
printing of photographs showing a young

man pointing a handgun at tellers.

AMA, AHA lash Medicare reform 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The nation’s 
largest hospital and doctor organizations 
today attacked President Ford’s Medi­ 
care reform proposals, saying they 
would result in higher health costs for 
non-Medicare patients. 
Leaders of the American Hospital As­ 
sociation and the American Medical As­ 
sociation asked Congress to reject 
Ford’s proposed annual ceilings of 7 per 
cent in Medicare hospital bills and 4 per 
cent in doctor bills. 
“ Hospitals are victim s, not creators, 
of inflationary trends,” testified Presi­ 
dent John Alexander McMahon of the 
7,000 m em ber AHA. 
Enactm ent of 


Ford’s proposals would force hospitals to 
either raise rates to all patients or cut 
back services, he told a House Ways and 
Means subcommittee. 


Proposals to limit hospital and doctor 
bill increases in 1977 ignores economic 
realities, said Dr. Raymond T. Holden, 
chairman of AMA’s board of trustees. 


"The results of such action can be 
readily anticipated," Holden testified. 
“Some health facilities could face 
bankruptcy; certainly many of those in­ 
stitutions currently experiencing finan­ 
cial difficulties will find their programs 
in jeopardy."

It is very likely that during this 
bicentennial year, a piece of Lompoc will 
be listed in’ the National Register of 
Historical Places. 
One local resident, however, can take 
or leave the honor so long as he can sell 
his portion of it. 
Last month, the State Historical 
Resources Commission held a public 
hearing in Santa Ana and recommended 
that the original La Purisima Mission 
site in Lompoc be recognized, like The 
Alamo, as an Historical Place. 
With the commission’s recommenda­ 
tion comes almost certain assurance 
that a site will be accepted by the Keeper 
of the National Register in Washington. 
DC . 
t 
“We screen them pretty well so that 
we are sure they are going to make it." 
said a spokesman yesterday at the Office 
of Historical Preservation. State Depart­ 
m ent of Parks and Recreation, in 
Sacramento. 
Today, the remains of Mission Vieja de 
la 
P u risim a - d estroyed by an 
earthquake in 1812 — are 90 per cent 
covered under the 500 blocks of South E, 
F and G Streets There are few vacant 
lots within the mission site area, but they 
have become white elephants of sorts to 
people like Neal Elms of 538 F St. 
Elms would like to sell off parts of his 
property as two lots. He can not do so 
because prospective buyers know they 
will be required to spend unknown 
amounts of time and money to get per­ 
mission to develop the lots. 
This ir. because the property has been 


recognized by the City of Lompoc as 
arch aeologically 
valuable. 
B efore 
another house can be built in the m is­ 
sion site area, an Environmental Impact 
Report must be filed and, depending 
what is disclosed in the report, a large- 
scale excavation of the lot might be 
necessary. 


Now it is almost certain that the 
original site of La Purisima Mission will 
become an Historical Place this year. 
Elms is not impressed with the fact that 
he owns property that demands the same 
significance as The Alamo, however. 
"I couldn't care less if I get my money 
for it." he replied this week. 


The steps that led to the forthcoming 
honor began last May when the Santa 
Barbara Trust for Historical Preserva­ 
tion submitted an application through 
the 
governor-appointed 
H istorical 
Resources Commission that the site be 
listed on the National Register. A public 
hearing date was set for Jan 15 and let­ 
ters were sent out to property owners 
within the mission area. 


According to a spokesman, no property 
owners appeared before the commission, 
but letters were received in favor and 
against the application. 


“The letters against said there is 
nothing left of the mission,” said the 
spokesman. "We realize this, but the site 
should be recognized on the National 
Register The site is still significant.” 


The commission voted to recommend 
approval of the application, which will 
soon be forwarded to the Keeper of the 
National Register with recommenda- 


tions by the commission and the state 
historical preservation officer. 


In about two or three months, he es­ 
timated, word should be received on the 
Keeper’s decision. If the site is added to 
the register, it will be protectëd from 
“damage or destruction that would in­ 
volve the use of federal license or federal 
money." 
Actually, the mission site being added 
to the National Register may prove to 
help Elm s unload his property. Once 
listed on the register, archaeological 
sites are eligible for state and federal 
funds for acquisition or excavation pur­ 
poses. 


City staff has indicated it would like to 
go one of these two ways.

Anthony C. Beilenson, D- 
Los Angeles, chairman of the 
powerful Senate Finance Com­ 
m ittee and sponsor of the 
sweeping proposal, warned of 
an "extremely difficult" road 
ahead and called on supporters 
of the initiative to "re-enlist in 
the fight to save the coast.”

Basically, Nelson explained, 
the economy move would repre­ 
sent a shift back in services to 
the basic headquarters in Santa 
Barbara, Santa Maria and Lom­ 
poc. 
The county supervisors, 
meanwhile, also agreed Mon­ 
day to join with any California 
counties engaged in launching a 
suit against the state, which is 
requiring the counties to main­ 
tain mandated service levels 
while engaged in the state’s 
cost control plan. 
Also protesting the Welfare 
Department’s 
recommenda­ 
tions was Carmen Lodise. He 
said there were Isla Vistans 
working in the Santa Barbara 
Welfare offices who could be 
dispatched to handle Isla Vista 
cases in the community. 
Nelson acknowledged that’the 
service cuts will simply mean 
"longer lines” at the offices 
where the services are continu­ 
ing. But he said "centralization 
is the only way we can give the 
most service to more people 
although admittedly in a more 
inconvenient manner."

Edmund G. Brown Jr. to­ 
day asked the federal govern­ 
ment to declare 13 drought- 
stricken agricultural counties, 
who have suffered a staggering 
$90 million in damages, as dis­ 
aster areas. 
At a news conference, the 
governor said he spoke by 
telephone with Agriculture 
Secretary Earl Butz and the 
federal official "assurred me 
they will take prompt action.” 


He said state officials had as­ 
sessed the drought damage to 
California agriculture, mostly 
affecting farmers and catt­ 
lemen, at $90 million so far but 
federal authorities will make 
their own assessment. 


Federal aid could include 
low-interest loans to farmers 
and cattlemen, and Brown said 
there is a possibility of feed 
grain being shipped from other 
states to aid stockmen. 


The counties Brown asked 
Butz to declare disaster areas 
and their estim ated losses 
were. 


Alpine, $1.5 million; Calave­ 
ras, $5.6 million; Colusa, $6.4 
million; Fresno. $17.9 million; 
Glenn. $906,000; Madera, $4.8 
million; Merced, $3.6 million; 
San Diego, $15.5 million; San 
Joaquin. $3.5 million; Solano, 
$5.2 million, Stanislaus, $23.9 
million; Sutter, $1 million and 
Tuolumne, $1 million. 


The governor, flanked at his 
first formal state Capitol news 
conference of 1976 by Food and 


Agriculture Director Luther 
"Tim" Wallace, said the severe 
drought has affected more than 
5,000 California farmers, grow­ 
ers and stockmen. 


But he voiced confidence that 
the state, many parts of which 
have received only 20 per cent 
of the-ir usual amount of rainfall 
during the past three months, 
would face no water shortage 
crisis. 


‘‘I’m wondering if you aren’t 
opening up a Pandora’s box,” 
declared Bennett, whose union 
last spring engaged in a bitter 
strike against the county over 
wages and other benefits. 


"I'm sure this has something 
to do with the Hope Ranch 
area,” declared Bennett. He 
told the supervisors it seemed 
risky to flirt with hiring private 
fire protection contractors as 
"they can jack up rates or go 
elsewhere."

Earthquake shakes Mexico coastline

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Red Dye No. 2, the most widely used 
and most controversial food coloring in the nation, has been 
granted a stay of execution by the U.S. Court of Appeals. 
The court Monday issued a temporary stay on the Food and Drug 
Administration’s ban which was to have gone into effect today, and 
scheduled a hearing for this afternoon on the appeal by manufac­ 
turers to have the FDA action overturned. 
FDA banned the dye because of unresolved safety questions in­ 
cluding its role as a possible cause of cancer. The FDA announced 
last month it wanted to ban the dye, which has been used in some 
cosmetics and hundreds of food items including soft drinks, candy, 
ice cream, maraschino cherries and pill coatings. 


Tunney doubts Social Security tax hike 


BAKERSFIELD (UPI) - U.S. Sen. John V. Tunney, D-Calif., 
said Monday night he did not believe Congress would go along with 
President Ford’s plan to raise Social Security taxes. 
Speaking at a Democratic fund raising event, Tunney said he 
believed any further increases for the Social Security program 
should come from the general funds and from income taxes. 
"The general feeling is that any more increases should come 
from the income tax rather than the Social Security tax because 
the Social Security tax is regressive and hits hardest at the low and 
middle income wage earner," Tunney said. 
He said the general feeling in Congress was against another in­ 
crease in Social Security taxes because "we have gone about as far 
as we can in raising Social Security taxes. 


Italy doubles its spaghetti imports 


ROME (UPI) — Greece supplied Italy with 85 per cent of its im­ 
ported spaghetti during the first nine months of 1975, the Italian 
pasta makers’ union said. 
Italy imported 3.3 million pounds of pasta during the period, 
nearly double the amount it imported in 1974 when the chief sup­ 
plier was Spain. 
But Italy during January-September 1975 exported 127 million 
pounds of pasta, so the Italian spaghetti business still flourishes. 


FPPC won't enforce, initiative curbs 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — The Fair Political Practices Com­ 
mission today announced it would not enforce the state’s new 
spending limits on ballot initiatives. 
The move is a victory for a coalition opposed to Prop. 15, the 
Nuclear Power Plants Initiative, that challenged the ceilings as 
unconstitutional in the California Supreme Court. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
state of President Ford’s health 
— from bowel movements (nor­ 
mal) to a lesion on the left up­ 
per eyelid (benign) — have 
been described in a first-ever 
release of full results of a 
presidential health examina­ 
tion. 
The White House published 
the seven-page report Monday 
over the objections of the 
President’s doctor, Rear Adm. 
William Lukash. 
Lukash said disclosure of 
Ford’s record also might set a 
precedent forcing political 
challengers to take similar ac­ 
tion and that a candidate with a 
physicial disability could get "a 
bad break” from voters al­ 
though it would not impair his 
functions. 
The report was based on a 
checkup of Ford Jan. 25. The 62- 
year-old chief executive has 
suggested all presidential can­ 
didates follow his example in an 
election year. 
Lukash concluded Ford was 
“ in excellent health” and the 
document appeared to have no 
major findings that the doctor 
did not disclose in a news con­ 
ference at the time. 


But it was filled with 
technical language and ven­ 
tured into normally private 
matters for an American presi­ 
dent 
As for the President’s drin­ 
king. Lukash said Ford "will 
have an evening cocktail con­ 
sisting of no more than 2-4 
ounces of alcohol in the 
evening." Ford prefers mar­ 
tinis. 
Lukash listed six "problems” 
over the past year, all seeming­ 
ly minor, and said he found 
nothing wrong with Ford’s 
heart, lungs or other vital 
organs. 
First attention was given to 
the "football knees” Ford in­ 
jured during his playing days at 
the University of Michigan 40 
years ago. "The President has 
post-traumatic arthritis in both 
knees, but has no pain and good 
function,” Lukash said. 
The last problem identified 
was “ rectal bleeding.” Said 
Lukash: "The President has 
noted with bowel movements 
that occasionally small flecks 
of blood will appear on the 
toilet tissue. This has occurred 
from time to time in the past 
and is usually associated with 


excessive fatigue and prolonged 
activity while traveling.” 
But Lukash described Ford’s 
bowel movements as "normal” 
and his report gave no indica­ 
tion the doctor was concerned 
about the bleeding. 
The other problems men­ 
tioned in the report and 
Lukash’s conclusions were: 
Sinusitis — Ford has a history 
of nasal congestion that com­ 
plicated a common cold in Oc- 
tober. Lukash said oral 
decongestant tablets work well 
for him. 
Lesion on the left upper 
eyelid — Lukash said it was 
removed Dec. 3 and found to be 
benign 
Muscle cramp in left calf — 
The doctor said Ford was 
awakened by the "severe 
cramp” Dec. 20, but "this 
responded to rest and treat­ 
ment with hotpacks and ul­ 
trasound and massage. TTiere 
has been no recurrence.” 
Assassination attempts — 
Lukash said Ford "suffered no 
ill effects either physically or 
emotionally” as a result of two 
threats in September in San 
Francisco and Sacramento, 
Calif. 


Storm-stalled 
search resumes 
for countians 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Plans 
for a full-scale air and ground 
search - stalled several days 
because of stormy weather — 
were under way today for a 
plane missing with four Santa 
Barbara residents on a mercy 
mission to Mexico. 
A spokesman for the San 
Diego Sheriff’s Department 
said the small Bellanca 230 
plane vanished while trying to 
climb above storm clouds to 
clear the Laguna Mountains 
late Friday. 
The spokesman said 15 search 
aircraft in Santa Barbara and 
another 10 in San Diego were 
forced to wait for clear skies to 
begin the search. Limited 
ground searches failed to locate 
the missing craft. 


The plane was part of a group 
of six aircraft carrying doctors 
from Santa Barbara to San 
Carlos to treat local residents. 


Four of the aircraft landed 
safely, one turned back because 
of bad weather, and a plane 
piloted by jeweler Gregory 
Ramallo, 49, was last heard 
from north of Oceanside, at 
which time he said he was 
climbing to 15,000 feet to get 
above the overcast. 
Legislative analyst assesses reasons 
for failure of agriculture labor board 


SACRAMENTO (UP I) - 
Legislative Analyst A. Alan 
Post says the Agricultural 
Labor Relations Board should 
have tried to conciliate more 
disputes instead of handling 
them through the formal hear­ 
ing process. 
Post Monday withheld his 
recommendations on funding of 
the mothballed agency, but said 
if the board re-opens it should 
allow its hearing officers to 
make many decisions instead of 
taking them directly to the 
board. 
"In its short life,” Post said 
in his review of Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown Jr . ’s proposed 
budget, "we believe the board 
has overlooked the use of con­ 
ciliation to resolve some of the 
formal complaints. 
"The National Labor Rela­ 
tions Board settles approxi­ 
mately 88 per cent of its unfair 
labor practice cases and about 
83 per cent of its representation 
cases prior to a hearing under 
its policy of striving for volun­ 
tary settlement whenever pos­ 
sible.” 
By following the formal route 
on most complaints has proven 
for the NLRB to be far more ex­ 
pensive than conciliation for 
the NLRB, Post said. 
Growers have complained 
that, among other things, they 
have been saddled with huge at­ 


torney’s fees because of the 
board’s extensive formal hear­ 
ings on complaints. 
Bishop Roger Mahony, chair­ 
man of the board, said last 
week that newly adopted 
regulations would help resolve 
more disputes over the confer­ 
ence table rather thaji at for­ 
mal hearings. 
The board closed its regional 
offices last Friday and cut back 
its headquarters staff in Sac­ 
ramento because of a lack of 
funds. A bill carrying an 
emergency $3.8 million appro­ 
priation for the board failed in 


the legislature. 


In his critique, Post also said, 
"We are concerned that the 
board currently is using hear­ 
ing officers to ascertain facts 
and make recommendations to 
the board in election represen­ 
tation challenges rather than 
allowing the hearing officers to 
make final decisions which may 
be appealed to the board.” 


In his budget, Brown is seek­ 
ing nearly $6.7 million for the 
board during the next fiscal 
year, a 28 per cent jump over 
its spending level this year.

Ttie report, based on exports 
in the 1975 fiscal year when 
farm shipments brought $21.6 
billion in foreign cash into the 
United States economy, showed 
Illinois growers led the nation 
by accounting for export sales 
of com, soybeans and other 
crops worth $1.670 billion. Iowa 
was a close second with $1.661 
billion. 
The top 10 states had farm ex­ 
ports totaling $11.3 billion out of 
the $20 3 billion worth which 
analysts were able to track 
back to individual states. 
Following Illinois and In­ 
diana, other states in the top 10 
included; 
Kansas, $1.345 billion; Texas, 
$1.263 billion; California, $1.136 
billion, 
Minnesota, $934 
m illion; 
Nebraska. 
$910 
million; Indiana, $875 million; 
Arkansas. $774 million; and 
North Carolina, $765 million. 
Analysts Sally Breedlove and 
Louise Stanton noted in the 
report that $14 billion of the 
fiscal 1975 export total came 
from wheat, livestock feed 
grains, and soybeans. They said 
nearly 60 per cent of the record 
1975 wheat crop was exported 
along with a quarter of the 1974 
com crop, 30 per cent of the 
grain sorghum crop and nearly 
half of the 1974 soybean 
harvest. 
But while grains were the 
biggest export earners, major 
returns also came from com­ 
modities including cotton ($1 
billion), rice ($1 billion) and 
tobacco ($910 million), the 
report added. 


In addition, the report said, 
exports of other commodities 
ranging from fruits to variety 
meats and pickles distributed 
export earnings widely around 
the country. Only three states 
- Alaska, Rhode Island and 
New Hampshire — accounted 
for less than $1 million in farm 
exports. 


Leading states in exports of 
major commodities included: 
Wheat - Kansas, $922 mil­ 
lion; feed grains and products 
— Iowa, $824 million; soybeans 
and products —Illinois, $699 
million; cotton — Texas, $240 
million; rice — Arkansas, $319 
million; tobacco — North 
Carolina, $460 million; fruits — 
C alifornia, $326 m illion, 
vegetables — California, $95 
million; peanuts — Georgia,$75 
million; lard and tallow — 
Texas, $53 million; hides and 
skins — Texas, $38 million.

West agreement signed in 
Helsinki by Ford last year. 
Reagan said. "Our signing 
seemed primarily to be a con­ 
cession to the Soviet Union, 
made in the hope of earning 
good will in the forthcoming 
SALT negotiations.” 
He edited Helsinki a propa­ 
ganda victory for Moscow., He 
said it amounted to America 
"legally acquiescing to the loss 
of freedom of billions of 
Eastern Europeans.” adding 
that it gave the Russians 
freedom "to go on colonial 
adventures wherever it plea­ 
sed.” 
Reagan accused Ford and 
Kissinger of bumbling in 
Angola. 
"The importance of Angola to 
our national security was never 
fully explained to the American 
people. Instead, the matter was 
allowed to generate into a war 
between the administration and 
Congress. 
"At virtually the 11 *6 hour, 
Congress was asked for more 
aid to supply the Angola fac­ 
tions fighting the Soviet-backed 
group 
"Under the circumstances, it 
was unrealistic to expect 
Congress to agree.’’ said 
Reagan.

Weather forecasters expected the storm, loaded with moist 
tropical air from the south, to drift on to the east after drizxling 
another inch or two of rain on the area today. 
The storm had dropped 3.56 inches on central Los Angeles by 
Monday evening, almost all of the 4.14 inches that has fallen since 
the beginning of the year. But that is less than half of the 8.57 in­ 
ches that is the normal accumulation by this time. 
Farmers, ranchers and citrus growers, in trouble from the two- 
month drought that preceded the storm, still had to worry about 
more crop losses because of the low season average, even while 
city dwellers struggled td cope with leaking roofs, freeways knot 


ted by fender-bender crashes and mudslides 
Trucks, county work gangs and homeowners labored at sandbag 
dikes in the suburban Los Angeles canyon neighborhoods below the 
scene of the Tujunga fire The Maze in November burned off 86,000 
acres of brush, denuding the hillsides of the natural cover needed 
to hold the rain-soaked ground in place. 
What police called a ,,miniПood,, of rocks, mud and trees poured 
onto Big Tujunga Canyon Boulevard Monday, creating a brief traf­ 
fic blockage Several streets were blocked by mud and a number of 
cars had to be dug free from the axle-deep goo. 
In Riverside County, to the east, the storm brought 3.61 inches. 
Fourteen homes in the Woodside El Cerritos area were protected 
by sandbag walls from the rivers of mud. 
In Tijuana, police ordered the evacuation of flimsy shacks, made 
of cardboard, wood and flattened tin cans, that many of the city s 
poorest inhabitants have built on hillsides. Despite the order, 
hundreds of residents refused to leave, said Police Chief Antonio 
Escobedo

legislature's budget analyst, as­ 
serted that Brown may have in 
mind limiting enrollment at UC 
next year by failing to provide 
enough money to finance enroll­ 
ment projections. 
But state Finance Director 
Roy M Bell insisted the gover­ 
nor doesn’t want to deny admis­ 
sions but does want the nine- 
campus university to “ con­ 
trol” enrollments and squeeze 
the most mileage from existing 
sources of revenue. 
Post, who tangled frequently 
with Reagan over UC financing 
during the Republican’s eight 
years as governor, urged the 
legislature Monday to provide 
the university with an addition­ 
al $2.4 million to pay for UC es­ 
tim ates of undergraduate 
enrollment. 
In his annual review of the 
governor's proposed state bud­ 
get. Post noted Brown failed to 
provide financing for what he 
said the university estimated as 
2,300 new students. 
Overall, Post recommended 
that the legislature cut a 
modest net 6104 million from 
the governor’s $12.6 billion “era 
of limits” spending program 
for the bookkeeping year 
starting July 1 He suggested in­ 
creases of 658.4 million and 
reductions of 6162.3 million. 


In addition, he urged the 
legislature to reject Brown’s 
flat 665 a month pay raise for 
state employes, except highway 
patrolmen, and grant an 
average 9.7 per cent increase. 
He warned a 665 increase ul­ 
timately could cost the tax­ 
payers more money by further 
aggravating the gap between 
low-and high-paid state 
workers. 
Post, who has chewed up 
gubernatorial budgets since 
1950 and who seems to win as 
many battles as he loses, also 
recommended that a 634.5 
m illion in crease Brown 
suggested for the fledgling ear- 
ly childhood education 
programs be cut by 622.1 
million. 


He said this would provide for 
expansion of stressing the fun­ 
damentals to cover 40 per cent 
of puMic school children in 
kindergarten through the third 
grade. Brown’s proposal would 
expand it to cover from 33 to 52 
per cent. 
There is an administrative 
problem of maintaining quality 
control when large scale expan­ 
sion is attempted too quickly,” 
asserted Post, a critic of the 
early learning programs. 
But Post, long a supporter of 
the California system of higher 
education, targeted the UC 
enrollment growth issue as 
among his biggest concerns. 
He said it was unclear in the 
budget whether Brown as a 
matter of policy sought to 
clamp a lid on overall enroll­ 
ment growth at UC and, if ( 
necessary, to send qualified 
high school graduates else­ 
where; whether he wanted to 
accept all qualifed new under­ 
graduate applicants at the ex­ 
pense of graduate programs; or 
whether he wanted to treat the 
anticipated over-enrollment as 
a “one-time spurt.” 
“Certainly, the no-enrollment 
growth budget explanation is 
plausible.” Post said, noting 
that nationwide some colleges 
are deliberating keeping down 
the number of enrollees to 
maintain high academic stand­ 
ards and avoid extra costs. 
“ However, we are concerned 
about the impact of the budget 
decision," Post said. “The im­ 
plications that qualified un­ 
dergraduate applicants will be 
denied admission to the univer­ 
sity is a major change in public 
policy with which we do not 
agree.” 
But Bell said. “ I don’t think 
we have made that a public 
policy. If the university tends 
toward that, we are not going to 
fight it.” 
“ We are not saying to UC that 
you should deny enrollment,” 
Bell said, adding he saw the ex­ 
tra enrollment as a one-time 
spurt. “ We are saying you 
should try to control it.” 
Bell noted that enrollment for 
next year at UC Berkeley and 
UCLA already exceeded previ­ 
ous estimates and that the ad­ 
ministration rather than den­ 
ying admission to a student 
favored directing him to 
another UC campus.

DURHAM, N.H. (UPI) - 
Bonzo the Chimpanzee has 
swung back out of Hollywood 
history to haunt Ronald Reagan 
in the New Hampshire Republi­ 
can presidential primary. The 
beast gives President Ford 
equal time. 
Reagan made a movie called 
“ Bedtime for Bonzo” two 
decades ago, a comedy about 
raising a chimp as a child. One 
of the activists in the People’s 
Bicentennial Commission, a 
small but noisy band whose 
counter-celebration 
includes 
damning big business and 
harassing primary candidates, 
has taken to wearing a hairy 
Bonzo costume to primary 
rallies. 
The primary primate made 
his debut at a Reagan ap­ 
pearance at Dartmouth Uni­ 
versity last week, but the can­ 
didate managed to remain the 
event’s top banana. Sunday, at 
a University of New Hampshire 
appearance in front of 3,500 stu­ 
dents, Ford found one of the 
questioners at the audience 
microphone was Bonzo. 
Gonzo Bonzo beat his chest 
over a question condemning big 
business. Ford, like Reagan, 
apparently decided the only 


thing to do with a chimp in the 
crowd was to pretend chimps 
are people. 
Ford simply remarked he 
could not understand one of 
Bonzo’s words, got Bonzo to 
repeat it, and answered the 
question. 
Monday, trailing Ford to the 
university campus, Reagan 
visited the Tau Kappa Epsilon 
Fraternity. Reagan was a Teke 
at Eureka College, 111. four 
decades ago. 
Come on, fellows, said 
Reagan, why did the students 
show “ Bedtime for Bonzo” on 
cam pus this week? His 
fraternity brothers laughed. 
The former movie star said 
the movie was a “ good com­ 
edy” when made, but asked, 
“ Is it still funny?” Because 
you’re in it, a Teke brother 
said. 
Reagan laughed. One of the 
brothers added: “ And you 
know, governor, we’ve got a 
number of chimps in this frater­ 
nity house too.” 
“You know, it was tragic 
about old Bonzo,” Reagan said. 
“The night before he was to 
have collected his animal Oscar 
he burned to death in a fire at 
Jungleland.”

A winter drought could bring 
disaster to much of America, 
endangering the nation’s food 
supplies and bringing higher 
prices. 
The grain belt needs water. 
So do California's fertile 
valleys 
A drought is threatening dis­ 
aster to grain farmers in the 
Great Plains, the vast area that 
stretches from Minnesota and 
the Dakotas down along the 
Rockies into New Mexico and 
Texas. 
In California, the nation’s 
largest food producing state, 
the d isaster is at hand. 
Farmers already have reported 
losses of 6310.5 million — and 
the losses are still climbing. 
In Washington, Don Paarl- 
berg, the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment’s chief economist, said it 
would be at least another month 
before an assessment could be 
made. Paarlberg said fall- 
planted crops such as winter 
wheat “got off to a poor start” 
but “ they can make a substan­ 
tial recovery” if there is 
moisture in the spring. 
Californians fear the worst. 
In the usually fertile San 
Joaquin Valley, grain crops 
have refused to come up and 
cattle have been sent to 
markets underweight for lack 
of range grass. 
“ We have been forced to 
resort to feeding our cattle with 
hay at 695 to 6100 a ton and 
liquid supplements,” said Coa- 
linga cattleman Darrell Zwang. 
“ And we are shipping cattle to 
slaughter at 500 pounds rather 
than the normal 700 pounds, los­ 
ing money on that end too.” 


Things aren’t that bad in the 
Great Plains, although much of 
Texas hasn’t had a good rain 
since before Halloween The 
drought in some areas of Texas, 
agriculture officials said, 
“ verges on disaster.” 
In the Texas Panhandle, dry 
north winds have blown soil 
from around stunted winter 
wheat. In the south, ranchers 
are hauling water and hay 
much as in California. 
Wheat farmers in the western 
two-thirds of Kansas said the 
potential for crop loss is severe. 
In Kansas, Oklahoma, east­ 
ern Colorado and New Mexico 
farmers are reporting dry con­ 


ditions. 
Oklahoma, where the wheat 
crop is described in poor to fair 
condition, received some mois­ 
ture in recent days. But John 
Cochrane of the Crop and 
Livestock Reporting Service 
said that “ with this cold 
weather it really isn’t helping 
much at all.” 
“ We can’t take much more 
wind or dry weather or we’ll be 
in bad, bad trouble,” said 
Erwin Witte of the Colorado 
Agriculture Department. “ I'm 
pessimistic about irrigated 
crops, too, especially the hay. 
There isn't any snowpack in the 
mountains.” 


Farmer John Hadley said the 
situation was critical in the 
Clovis area of New Mexico. 
“ We’re going to have to have 
it (good precipitation) soon 
b efore 
the 
situ atio n 
deteriorates completely — say 
another four, weeks,” Hadley 
said 
Climatologists and soil scien­ 
tists report soil moisture 
reserves in Minnesota and 
South Dakota are well below 
normal. 
“There’s quite a little con­ 
cern,” said South Dakota crop 
reporting service statistician 
John Ranek, “over the possibil­ 
ity of a poor crop.”

It was the first time a woman 
collected for “loss of consorti­ 
um” if her husband’s injury dis­ 
abled him sexually. Men have 
always had that legal right in 
California. 
The nine-woman, three-man 
Superior Court jury deliberated 
only one day before reaching 
the verdict, which includes 
64.235.996 to Rodriguez for lost 
lifetime earnings, medical 
bills, round-the-clock care, 
special therapy, pain, suffering 
and humiliation. 
“ This is not a gift and it is not 
an excessive verdict,” said Ned 
Good, the couple’s attorney. In 
closing arguments last week, 
Good told jurors that “stagger­ 
ing, catastrophic injuries cause 
staggering, catastrophic los­ 
ses.” 
Rodriguez, who has been 
hospitalized for 20 per cent of 
the five years since the acci­ 
dent, has had 11 major sur­ 
geries and had half his stomach 
removed He appeared only 
briefly at the trial in a 
wheelchair. 
Good said the young couple, 
married only 16 months when

secretary, said Snyder’s au­ 
tomobile was broken down last 
month and Snyder had similar 
transportation difficulties in 
April. Jensen said he could 
recall no other occasion when 
Brown directed the highway 
patrol to provide such a ser­ 
vice. 
“ If the governor wants to talk 
to somebody, we provide the as­ 
sistance that’s necessary to get 
him here,” Jensen said. 
He denied a Chappie claim 
that the patrol also “ personally 
delivered” messages between 
the governor’s office and 
Snyder, whose home does not 
have a telephone. Jensen said 
telephone messages are left 
with a neighbor. 
The Highway Patrol said it 
sent the governor’s office a 
6172.81 bill for the Jan. 8 travel 
by Snyder, which Jensen said 
had been paid.

INNSBRUCK (UPI) — The young U.S. hockey 
team kept its hopes alive for an Olympic medal 
by upsetting powerful Finland, 5-4, today and 
Dan Immerfall of the University of Wisconsin 
won a bronze medal for the United States in 
speed skating as the Americans surpassed their 
medal total of the previous Winter Games in 
Sapporo, Japan, four years ago. 
Dorothy Hamill of Riverside, Conn , the U.S. 
national champion, also got off to a fine start in 
the women’s figure skating event with a second 
placing in the compulsory figures. Hamill 
trailed West Germanv’s Isabel de Navarre in the 
compulsories, but Dorothy was being tabbed as 
the one to beat for the gold medal since she is a 
much better free skater than her West German 
opponent. 
The hockey team, which had lost to the Soviet 
Union and Czechoslovakia in its first two games, 
got a pair of goals from Steve Jenson and some 
excellent goaltending from Jim Warden to down 
Finland. 


It was the first success for the Americans in 
the round-robin tournament but their last two 
games are against Poland and West Germany, 
the two weakest teams, and a pair of victories 
would sew up the bronze medal for the U S 
squad 
Immerfall. 20. won his bronze in the men’s 500- 
meters to bring the U.S. total to eight m edals- 
five in speed skating- as the team surpassed the 
seven won at Sapporo in 1972. 


There was a disappointment for the U.S. in the 
giant slalom where Phil Mahre. the sensation of 
Monday s first run when he took fourth place, 
was unable to get those extra few fractions of a 
second which would have vaulted him into the 
medals. He finished fifth but things were even 
more disheartening for reigning champion 
Gustavo Thoeni of Italy. The overnight leader 
finished out of the medals in fourth place. 
Switzerland's 
27-year-old Heini Hemmi, a 
journeyman who never had won a race on the 
World Cup circuif in six seasons of competition, 
came up trumps with a two-heat time of 3:26.97 
to win the gold medal from teammate Ernst 
Good and Swedish daredevil Ingemar Stenmark. 
Stenmark roared from eight place in the first 
heat to grab the bronze medal 
Russia picked up two gold medals, through 
world record holder Evgeni Kulikov in the men s 
500 speed skating and Raisa Smetanina in the 
women’s 10-kilometers cross country, and with 
those two victories became the No. 1 nation in 
Winter Games history Norway, with 47 golds 
dating back to 1924. was the previous record 
holder but the Soviets now have 48 and probably 
will add a few more before the Games close Sun­ 
day. 
Phil Mahre, 18, of White Pass, Wash., zoomed 
down from in the sixth starting position in the 
first seeded group of 15 runners He attacked the 
course in gutsy fashion, cutting every one of the 
73 gates close to save those vital fractions, and 
finished in 1:42 62 for an overall time of 3 28 20 


For brief minutes, Mahre’s name was on top 
of the leader board, 
Stenmark, 19, was the next man out of the 
gate The Swede, in his customary fashion of 
abandoning caution on a second run, blitzed his 
way down the 3,945-foot course, which had a ver­ 
tical drop of 1,400-feet, and finished in 1:40.90— 
the best time of the day—and an aggregate of 
3:27.41. 
Stenmark was now in the lead. 
Hemmi was the next man to go and when he 
finished in 1:41.56 for a 3:26 97, he had what 
proved to be the winning time. TTioeni followed 
him down the trail but was slow at the top and 
was clocked at 3:27.67 which left him in third un­ 
til Good, going off in 12th place, closed with a 
3:27.17 for the silver medal ahead of Stenmark. 
Greg Jones of Tahoe City, Calif., finished 
ninth in 3:31.77, Steve Mahre. Phil’s twin, was 
13th. and Cary Adgate of Boyne City, Mich., was 
21st among the 83 starters. 
Earlier in the day. East Germany won the 
men’s luge doubles through Hans Rimm and 
Norbert Hahn while Russia’s Raisa Smetanina 
won the women’s 10-kilometers in which team­ 
mate Galina Kulakova was third. 
Kulakova finished third behind teammate 
Raisa Smetanina and Finland’s Helena Takalo, 
winner of the 5-kilometers last week, the race 
which got Kulakova in trouble with the Inter­ 
national Olympic Committee after traces of the 
drug ephedrine were found in herAirine sample. 
Kulakova took nose drops to ease nasal con­ 


gestion brought on by a bout of flu. 
Smetanina’s winning time was 30:13.41. The 
Americans in the field of 44 all finished down the 
list.

Baseball talks sluggish 


NEW YORK (UPI) - It has been five 
years since a New York metropolitan 
area team finished the season in the top 
10 in the United Press International 
Coaches' rankings and it’s been nine 
years since one broke into the top five.

NEW YORK (UPI) — You’ve been try­ 
ing every way to fall asleep and find you 
can’t. Someplace or other you’ve caught 
yourself a basset hound of a cold. Hours 
have passed since you first went to bed, 
but you keep coughing and hacking every 
two' minutes and that nerve-grinding 
nasal drip is nearly driving you clean out 
of your bird. 
To make you happier yet, you have a 
big day coming up tomorrow, the kind 
where you’re going to have to be sharp as 
a blade, sharper in fact than you’ve ever 
been before because this is one time 
when nobody’s going to give you any se­ 
cond chance. 
Certainly you remember something 
like this happening to you, and now that 
you do, can you also remember what you 
did about it? 
You probably got up, went to your 
medicine cabinet and got something to 
relieve your cold, help you get some sl­ 
eep, which is what most individuals with 
any sense of self-preservation would do. 
Galian Kulakova, a 33-year-old Soviet 
cross-country skier, did essentially the 
same thing a few nights ago. She put 
some drops in her nose, and they helped 
her cold all right, but they also altered 
the outcome of the Winter Olympics in 
Innsbruck, Austria. To the extent that 
they did, the International Olympic 
Committee’s Medical Commission may 
be well advised to sit down and recon­ 
sider how much logic there is in penaliz­ 
ing a competitor merely because he or 
she is taking the normal precaution 
against the common cold. 
A five-time world champion and win­ 
ner of three gold medals at the 1972 
Winter Olympics in Sapporo, Kulakova 
finished third in last Saturday’s five- 
kilometer cross-country event and then 
had her bronze medal taken away from 
her when traces of the ephedrine nose 
drops she used were discovered in the 
customary test conducted after each 
race. 
Ephedrine is one of the drugs 
prohibited in the Olympics. It is the 
same one which cost Rick DeMont, the 
young San Rafael, Calif., swimmer, a 
gold medal he won in Munich during the 
1972 Olympics. DeMont had used the 
medicine to alleviate an asthma attack. 
Prince Alexandre deMerode, head of 
the IOC’s Medical Commission, sounded 
practically apologetic explaining 
Kulakova's disqualification. 
He said 
such a small trace of the drug had been 
found in her test it seemed almost "an 
injustice” to take the medal from her. 
“However, if we are to have a medical

M essersm ith, the first National 
League pitcher to win 20 games in a 
single season, said he hadn’t planned on 
challenging the renewal clause and serv­ 
ing as a test case for the Major League 
Players Association, but rather sought 
an interpretation.

I was only a test case iff 
that I was the first to do it and, for it to 
have any impact, I suppose it was better 
that an established player such as myself 
did it.

PARIS (UPI) - Former 
World m iddleweight and 
welterweight champion Emile 
Griffith, 38, lost a unanimous 
10-round decision Monday to 
Algerian Loucif Haman.

For moat fishermen, the past 
week’s weather would be called 
discouraging to say the least.

TTiis 
theory is seldom disproved and 
was truer than ever last year as 
the boats seldom left coastal 
waters. 
Fierce southeasterly winds 
have shut down all fishing ac­ 
tivities until at least tomorrow 
at Santa B arbara’s Sea 
Landing. The boats have not 
gone out since last Tuesday. 
Sea Landing plans to run the 
“Hornet” from 12:30 a.m. to 
dark on Saturday, the first day 
of salmon season. Hiere is a 
limit of 15 passengers per trip, 
so reservations are a must. The 
“Corsair” will still operate all­ 
day shallow-water rockfishing 
trips on a daily basis. 
Weather conditions have also 
hampered fishing out of Avila. 
Moat of the small craft have 
stayed at home. Larger private 
boats have been fishing the 
Point Sal and Purisima areas 
and getting limits of large ling 
cod. but no sign so far of any 
white sea bass. 
San Luis Sportfishing will 
also offer a salmon boat, reser­ 
vations are required. The 
“A.B.C.,” owned and operated 
by John Wilson, will start runn­ 
ing Saturday also. Reservations 
may be made by contacting 
John at 595-2050 (French’s 
Tackle Shop is no longer handl­ 
ing the agency). The “Hankey 
Panky,” owned by Hank 
Adams, will probably run also. 
Cachuma Lake reports few 
fishermen but good fishing. Cat­ 
fish are waiting to be caught at 
the mouths of the creeks that 
pour into Cachuma and Santa 
Cruz Bays. Hie cats usually 
congregate in these spots right 
after a good rain. 
Some 8,000 trout were planted 
at Lake Lopez yesterday, with 
the fish running about five to 
the pound. Bass fishing is also 
good right now for those who 
will rough the weather. Crappie 
are being caught in very deep 
water and are running large. 


Jim Phelps of Escondido is 
ond fisherman who won’t have 
to stretch the truth when 
someone asks him how the 
fishing at San Vicente Reser­ 
voir is in San Diego. 
In about an hour and a half on 
the afternoon of Saturday, Jan. 
31, he landed five largemputh 
bass weighing a total of 43 
pounds, 14 ounces. 
His string broke a record set 
in 1971 when Roger Dickson of 
San Diego landed five bass 
weighing 40 pounds, 10 ounces, 
while fishing in Lower Otay 
Reservoir. 
The five fish in Phelphs’ 
catch ranged from 13 pounds, 3 
ounces to 4 pounds, P ounces. 
Phelps reports that his record 


string would have weighed even 
more “But a couple of big ones 
got away.” The fish were 
caught on a black and white 
bucktail jig which Phelps ties 
himself.

Huntington Beach in Southern 
California continues to lead the 
state’s clamming beaches in 
average yield of Pismo clams, 
according to results of the 
Department of Fish and 
Game’s statewide Pismo clam 
census. 
Traditionally good clamming 
areas north of Morro Bay, San 
Luis Obispo County, are in trou­ 
ble, however, according to 
marine biologist Dan Miller. He 
attributes declines to the forag­ 
ing of sea otters. 
Miller said that if otters con­ 
tinue to forage along the 
beaches from Morro Bay into 
Monterey Bay. there will be no 
significant clamming oppor­ 
tunities left north of Morro 
Rock after this season. 
Census takers said: 
— Five miles to the north of 
Morro Bay at Cayucos Beach no 
legal clams were taken by 
clammers interviewed. The 
beach was reopened to clamm­ 
ing in March, 1975, after a 20- 
year closure. The beach is 
within the sea otter’s foraging 
range. 


— The once prolific clamm­ 
ing beaches in Monterey were 
unproductive except for the 
northernmost clamming area. 
Miller said that at nine clam­ 
ming beaches, foraged by sea 
otters for more than a year, the 
average take was seven legal 
clams per 100 clammers. 
North of Orange County the 
best Pismo clamming success 
recorded during the survey was 
at Oceana Beach, San Luis 
Obispo County, where clam­ 
mers averaged as high as 5.06 
clams per clammer day.

This was revealed yesterday 
dftemoon by high school dis­ 
trict Supt George B Smith who 
said he had been informed of 
the loan approval via a 
telephone call from Hep 
Robert J 
Lagomarsino (R- 
Ojai). 
Formal word on the FHA s 
commitment is expected to be 
received by Smith today from 
the FHA office in Sacramento . 
The 12 million will come from 
uncommitted FHA loan funds 
from the 50 states which were 
pooled The pool funds are ob­ 
tained from FHA commitments 
to various states which were 
not utilized during the year and 
which were returned from the 
states for further distribution to 
those seeking immediate loan 
aid 
With the exception of an 
FHA-required ethnic balance 
study to be conducted by the 
County Planning Dept. Smith 
said all systems were go for the 
hopeful start of the school’s ex­ 
pansive campus improvement 
project after the opening of bids 
March 10 Smith noted that the 
ethnic balance study was due by 
March 10 and that the county 


plan unit had promised its com­ 
pletion bv March 9 
The school’ s building 
program to be financed with the 
loan funds will include creation 
of a new vocational building 
housing an auto shop, ag shop 
and ag classroom; a mini- 
multi-purpose building featur­ 
ing a 250-foot auditorium, 
teaching station and facility for 
community meetings and 
gatherings and a new gym­ 
nasium 
The new gym will be built 
sans new lockers and showers, 
but Smith said this was neces­ 
sary for financial reasons. He 
pointed out that the loan will be 
liquidated via a 25-cent tax rate 
increase already approved by 
the voters 
Smith said the cost of adding 
lockers and showers to the new

Bureau of Reclamation, 
caretaker at the dam, said the 
latest precipitation had yet to 
produce a livestream between 
Bradbury and the 13th Street 


crossing in Lompoc. 


The entire area, he continued, 
simply soaked up the rain and 
there was little runoff into the 
lake from adjacent streams and 
tributaries which feed into the 
lake. 


Continued rain, he added, 
would result in a runoff and ul­ 
timate filling of the dam. 


The dam has spilled eight 
times since it was completed in 
1954 Spills were recorded April 
13, 1958, Feb. 23. 1959, Feb 23, 
1962, Jan. 22,1967, Jan. 25, 1969 
(the year of the big floods along 
the river), March 6, 1973, 
March 9, 1974, and March 9, 
1975.

Polly’s Pointers 


Pillow washing 
possible but perilous 


By Polly C ram er 


Polly’s Problem 


DEAR F*OLLY — The ticking on my feather pillows 
is dirty and needs a good washing. I have heard that 
one can put the entire pillow in the washer but am 
afraid to chance it. Do you know of a way to wash them 
without removing the feathers? —MRS.C.L. 
DEAR MRS.C.L. — The Home Service Dept, of a 
well known manufacturer of washers recommends the 
following for feather pillows. The method for foam, 
kapok or polyester is different. Treat as a “delicate” 
item in a short wash with warm water and slow agita­ 
tion. 
Partially fill washer with water and detergent and 
agitate enough to dissolve detergent. Place two 
pillows la at one time to balance the load. Continue fill­ 
ing washer to high level. Wash 4-6 minutes but stop 
washer occasionally to press air from feathers. 
Complete the wash cycle. 
Dry feather pillows thoroughly or they may mildew. 
Two complete drying cycles may be needed. Such 
washing of feather pillows is not recommended unless 
they can be dried in a dryer. Be sure seams are secure­ 
ly stitched and no holes are in the ticking or you will 
have a terrific mess. When pillow is dry, if feathers 
bunch to the bottom or quills stick through they may 
need reconditioning. If your pillows do not have their 
resilience restored after washing as above they do 
need reconditioning. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the toilet tissue we 
now buy. It is a big rip-off on the consumers as they fluff up 
the rolls of paper so there is only about half as much on a roll 
at twice the price. We should have a choice of fluffed and un­ 
fluffed at a cheaper price. I also think some of the colored 
tissue is irritating to the skin. Then pOTple wonder why they 
have to s(>end so much on medical bills. —MARIE N. 
DEAR POLLY — I make great pot scrubbers from the 
colored plastic mesh bags that oranges, grapefruit, etc. 
come in. Unravel the thread holding the paper over one end 
of the bag Turn one end of the mesh tube inside so it will be 
double thickness. Turn end inside about three and a half in­ 
ches. Put strong one inch long rubberband over tucked-in end 
leaving the three and a half inch end to the outside of the 
band. Now turn other end of tube inside and pull out through 
rubber band at other end so you can put a band on this end 
about three and a half inches from end of mesh. Push this 
end back inside tube. Shape and have agreat scrubber forpots 
and pans. —LAURINE. 
DEAR POLLY — When salvaging buttons from a worn 
garment keep matched buttons together by stringing them 
on a pipe cleaner and bending ends back a bit. If the garment 
is a shirt or blouse I just cut off the placket and store this 
strip with the buttons on it —CLARISSA.

Rocky's 'nonpolitical' speeches 


WASHINGTON - The strange ease of 
the pilfered pennies helped to send 
earnest M ary Brooks, the harassed 
director of the U.S. Mint, to the hospital 
last November with nervous exhaustion 
She is still quietly recuperating 
Many pressures contributed to the 
strain that has kept her away from her 
office for more than 
three months But the 
incident that upset her 
the most, according to 
f r ie n d s , 
w as 
th e 
m y s te rio u s d is a p ­ 
pearance of a dozen 
aluminum pennies on 
Capitol Hill 
The experim ental 
coins were delivered 
to Ihe S enate and 
House banking com­ 
m i t t e e s 
fo r 
th e 
members to inspect. 
That's the last the authorities saw of 
most of the pennies, which are worth 
thousands of dollars apiece to anyone 
brash enough to risk federal prosecution 
Within a few years, 
their individual 
value may be as high as $100,000 
Poor Ms Brooks was responsible for 
the rare coins. She had to get them back 
or report them stolen But it would have 
been aw kw ard for 
her to accuse 
Members of Congress of theft She would 
have been obliged to investigate the very 
committee members who oversee the 
U.S Mint 
We published the story of the missing 
coins on April 21 This put Ms. Brooks on 
the spot, but she was unable to solve the 
disappearance 
Meanwhile, the light- 
fin g ered le g isla to rs still haven t 
returned the valuable coins. 
The embattled Mint director finally 
a rra n g e d for h o sp ita liz a tio n last

November and disappeared as quietly as 
the pennies. Her friends say she hopes to 
be back in her office in a few days on a 
limited basis. 
Another problem that weighed heavily 
upon her was a monumental coinage 
study, which may result in dollar coins, 
two-cent pieces and other new mintings 
She had argued that two-cent pieces 
would stop vending machine operators 
from escalating prices five cents at a 
time. The dollar coins not only have 
become realistic as they diminish in 
value, but they will far outlast paper 
currency, she contended 
All a spokesman at the Mint would say 
was that he expected the boss back ip the 
office “ in a short tim e.” 
Footnote: In an earlier column, we 
reported that Ms. Brooks had tried to 
block the minting of 65.000 experimental 
aluminum pennies This was disputed by 
Coin World, the coin collectors' bible. 
We not only have secret Mint docu­ 
ments which back up our story, but we 
spoke personally to Ms. Brooks who con­ 
firmed that the minting had been carried 
out by her aides without her knowledge 
Apparently someone slipped Coin World 
a wooden nickel 
KENNEDY’S COOL: Sen Ted Ken­ 
nedy. D-Mass , keeping cool in a crisis, 
recently saved a young woman from pos­ 
sible decapitation 
It happened on January 22 
Carol 
Chealander, a professional staffer for 
the Senate Republican Policy Commit­ 
tee. stepped into a crowded elevator on 
Capitol Hill. 
Before the pretty. 26-year-old brunette, 
could get all the way inside, the powerful 
doors closed around her neck 
The elevator operator froze The pas­ 
sengers. aghast, stood by helplessly — 
with one exception. Senator Kennedy 


looked up from his reading and calmly 
told the elevator operator: “ Let goof the 
handle.” 
But the panicked operator didn't relax 
his grip even after Kennedy repeated the 
unjunction. All the while, the continuing 
pressure from the doors was slowly 
crushing Ms. Chealander's neck. 
Then Kennedy pushed through the 
crowded elevator and knocked the 
operator’s hand off the control. The 
elevator doors sprang open, and Ms 
Chealander stumbled inside. 
“ If Senator Kennedy hadn’t kept his 
head.” she told us, “ I’d be dead.” 
As it is. she has been out of work with 
m ajor neck injuries since the accident. 
Kennedy helped her find medical care, 
incidentally, referring her to the same 
physician who had treated his brothers 
and himself for injuries. 


The Senator has avoided publicizing 
his good deed in a manner uncommon to 
politics When we called his office to ask 
about the incident, aides confirmed the 
report but told us: “The Senator doesn’t 
think it is appropriate to comment on 
it ” 
MEAT STEW: Not all bureaucrats 
learned the lessons of Wai/!rgate. When a 
federal takeover of meat inspection 
programs loomed. New York state meat 
inspections director L.R. Crowell had 
this advice for his staff in a private 
memo: 
“ Upon receipt of this memo, please 
start destroying regional files., anything 
of a confidential nature should first be 
tom up.”

Channel im provem ent 
Letter to the editor 


Directors of the Lompoc Resource 
Conservation District will still have to 
approve it, but officials of soil conserva­ 
tion and flood control agencies have 
charted decisive steps for the improve­ 
ment of Miguelito Channel 
At a meeting attended by city council 
m em bers Elinor Lefkowitz and Charlot­ 
te Benton, the officials 
agreed to commit the 
City of Lompoc to the 
role of co-sponsor of 
th e m u lti-m illio n 
dollar project and just 
for spice in these en­ 
vironmentally 
aware 
times, traced the out­ 
lines of a hiking and 
equestrian trail along 
side the channel 
For those who don't 
know. Miguelito Chan­ 
nel was built in 1952 to 
carry floodwaters of Miguelito Canyon to 
the Santa Ynez River via Olive Avenue 
and V Street. The channel has earthen 
sides and bottom. Floodwaters came 
within a few feet of reaching the top of 
the water conveyance facility in January 
and February of 1969 
In 1965. local and federal agencies 
drew up a proposed im provem ent 
program that included the concretizing 
of the sides and bottom and the enlarging 
of the facility slightly. The plan has been 
on the shelf ever since. 


Congress and the various committees 
and agencies that are involved have 
given their okay finally to prying loose 
about $7 million in federal monies for the 
improvement Old tim ers will recall that 
the late congressman Charles M Teague 
worked unsuccessfully for years to steer 
the project through to fulfillment. Rep. 
Robert J. Lagomarsino, who succeeded 
Teague in office, will get the lions share 
of credit now for the implementation. 


If details which were hammered out 


last week by the officials are eventually 
incorporated into the design, the sides of 
the channel will be straighter up and 
down, than previously considered, to 
give more land along side for the hiking 
and equestrian trails. Max Wilson, presi­ 
dent of Lompoc Resource Conservation 
District, and one of those who fought for 
a decade for the improvement, gives 
credit for some of the innovations to 
William Payne, state conservationist for 
flood control. The group including 
Wilson's board of directors. Darrell 
Schuyler. Bill Ruffner. Bill Laranjo and 
Allan Mercer, and Barry Gustafson, city 
public works director, 
and Jam es 
Stubchaer. county flood control chief, 
gave its approval to most of the ideas 
that were considered, but apparently 
turned thumbs down on the major alter­ 
native of carrying the flood waters to \ 
Street and Ocean Avenue and in times of 
50 or 100-vear storms, diverting the ex­ 
cess water in a flooding maneuver, west 
across valley agriculture lands. I guess 
the idea was that the proposal would be 
cheaper in the long run based on the 
gamble that the more intense storms 
wouldn't happen very often. 
But in the final analysis, the officials 
decided to follow the original alignment 
and the 1965 plan for making the channel 
large enough to handle the worst that 
nature could hand the valley. 
In passing, it should be noted that the 
city will finance the enlargement of any 
bridges that need it, but the federal and 
state governments will pick up the tab 
for the major features Fencing for at 
least part of the channel length will 
come from county flood control funds. 
The role of co-sponsor won’t cost the 
city anything, but it is calculated to 
make the im provem ent project run 
smoothly. 
All this will go forward, but slowly. It 
will probably be 1978 or later before the 
project can be completed, according to 
Wilson. 


WASHINGTON - If it isn’t a full­ 
blown political campaign then it’s an im­ 
itation that would daunt any ordinary 
politician. 
Vice President Nelson Rockefeller is 
starting out the middle of this month to 
make a series of speeches around the 
country to audiences ranging from the 
National 
Association 
for the Advancement 
of Science in Boston to 
the Wholesale Grocers 
A s s o c ia tio n 
in 
Chicago 
Theoretically these 
will be nonpolitical 
speeches, but it will 
surprise almost no one 
if the Vice President s 
strong predilections 
for the future of his 
party come to light. 
Privately and per­ 
sonally President Ford has assured his 
Vice President that he means to stay the 
course; regardless of what happens in 
the prim aries, right down to the conven­ 
tion in Kansas City. 
But supposing that it appears Ronald 
Reagan is about to take the nomination 
with a clutch of delegates — marking 
him the inevitable choice of the conven­ 
tion? 
At this point I believe Rockefeller 
would step in with a challenge that would 
have, as its primary aim, to swing 
moderate Republicans in the Ford direc­ 
tion with a determined stop-Reagan 
movement. 
Rockefeller would 
have no illusions 
about his own chance to get the presiden­ 
tial nomination. He learned a painful les- 
sion in 1968. Although he barnstormed 
across the country until the very eve of 
the convention in Miami Beach, the 
delegates had decided months before to 
nominate Richard Nixon. 
The delegates in Kansas City will be 
the heirs of those sam e cautious conser­ 
v a tiv e s who put Nixon into the 
presidency. 
Rockefeller is anathema to them. 
Knowing he would be a handicap in 
November, he withdrew as F ord’s 
running-mate for Vice President 
There are, however, other elements in 
the party that look with dismay on the 
possibility of a Reagan sweep in Kansas 
City. 
A moderate such as Sen. Charles Me. 
Mathias went so far as to throw out a 
hint that he might be the moderate alter­ 
native to Reagan. But Mathias has no 
national constituency nor any national 
identity. 
Deep down R ockefeller and the 
moderates, although they will not ar­ 
ticulate it at this stage, believe Reagan 
cannot win. That is, he cannot win unless 
the Democrats cut themselves up in lit­ 
tle pieces at their convention in New 
York. What they see is Reagan in 
November matched against an agreed 
such as Sen. 


Despite the public attack of Howard 
(Bo) Calloway, the President’s cam ­ 
paign director, which is one of the fac­ 
tors in Rockefeller's withdrawal, there 
can be no doubt of his complete loyalty to 
the President. 
At Callaway’s apartm ent on Fifth 
Avenue in New York last week, he gave a 
cocktail party at which guests con­ 
trib u ted $1.000 a couple for the 
President's campaign. It brought in a 
total of close to $150,000 and, with no 
overhead, this was pure gain for the 
Ford campaign, which has been pinched 
for money. 
How much the Supreme Court’s deci­ 
sion on the ca m p a ip reform law will af­ 
fect family and private-spending is still 
to be untangled. But those “nonpolitical” 
speeches he is to make around the 
country will surely be exempt. 
That is one thing about Rockefeller — 
he h£s never been afraid to spend his own 
money on the political process. At about 
the same tim e he starts out on his

Kristol and with a contribution from 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan. 
At 67, Rockefeller is a hardy survivor. 
He was elected governor of New York 
four times and that cannot be sneezed 
off. In the process he m ade many 
enemies but he showed his active devo­ 
tion to public office instead of simply 
resorting, as so many wealthy men have 
done to the checkbook. 
In this grim political muddle, he can­ 
not be counted out. He has an important 
contribution to make that can do a lot for 
his beleaguered party and the groping, 
uncertain nation.

First off. both cities made it easy for 
persons to register to vote. Optimist 
Club members took the necessary train 
ing to become deputy registrars and the 
towns were saturated with registration 
tables that made it almost impossible for

someone who needed to register to keep 
j 
from getting signed up. 
In Santa Paula, to encourage people to 
go to the polls. “ Be Sure to Vote’’ slips — 
prepared to size so they would fit into the 
envelopes — were sent with bank state­ 
ments to the customers of three local 
banks as a public service. Additional 
copies of the rem inder slips were 
provided to each grocery store in town 
and one was placed b£ the clerks in each 
grocery bag. 
On the Saturday before the election, 
the Optimist Club sponsored a decorated 
bike parade from downtown to a shopp­ 
ing center about a mile and a half away. 
Prizes were awarded to riders whose 
bikes were decorated with the best “ go- 
to-the-polls’’ slogans. Scores of riders — 
with the mayor of the town at the head of 
the parade — pedaled the distance and 
attracted a lot of attention along the 
way. 
It is hard to stay away from the polls 
after seeing a five-year-old red-haired, 
freckle-faced kid huffing to keep up with 
the parade on a bike sporting a sign that 
says “ I’d pedal a mile to get you to 
vote.” 
The Optimists served refreshments to 
the participants at the end of the parade 
route where prizes were handed out. 
Club members divided the city into 
sectors and went door-to-door the night 
before the election to ask people to be 
sure to vote. 
On election day, a ride-to-the-polls ser­ 
vice was offered those with transporta­ 
tion needs. Signs silk-screened on shock­ 
ing orange backgrounds were posted in 
every business place urging people to 
“ Vote Today.” 
Santa Paula Optimists deservedly won 
an international first place award from 
the service organization for its combina­ 
tion of activities related to this project. 
What Lompoc needs is one or a group 
of organizations that will engage in 
similar activities here. With everybody 
cooperating, there is no reason why our 
city can’t out-register and out-vote every 
other town in the country.
